3. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest: an electronic information 
management system including a portable communication terminal having a data type 
display controlling means configured to display first information indicating that a data

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main body of the electronic information is stored in the portable communication terminal 
and second information indicating that the data main body of the electronic information 
is not stored in the portable communication terminal but information representing a 
storage position of the electronic information is stored in the portable communication 
terminal, in combination with the other claimed limitations as set forth in the claims. 

Nelson (US 5,939,695) teaches a portable communication terminal (3) used for 
retrieving electronic information. The electronic information may either be stored in the 
terminal (3) or remote storage (see column 3 lines 1-7). However, Nelson displays a 
message asking the user whether they would like to see the electronic information now 
or take the electronic information with them (figure 3, steps 63 and 66), and then either 
displays the electronic information (figure 3, step 69) or places the information onto 
paper (figure 3, steps 77 and 78) or a computer readable medium (figure 3, step 85). 
Nelson does not teach displaying first information indicating that a data main body of the 
electronic information is stored in the portable communication terminal and second 
information indicating that the data main body of the electronic information is not stored 
in the portable communication terminal but information representing a storage position 
of the electronic information is stored in the portable communication terminal, as 
claimed in the present invention. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Smith, II et al (US 2002/01 13994 A1 ), Eldridgeetal (US 
6,430,601 B1 ), and Lamming et al (US 5,862,321 ) all teach systems using a portable 
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communication terminal to access electronic information. Eldridge et al also teaches 
selecting a printer, to print the electronic information, using the portable communication 
terminal (see figure 8 of Eldridge et al).
